I 
was not going back on my husband, so I 
cooked for the men, kept their books 
and otherwise helped them along. None 
of the boys knew how to take care of 
their money or divide their earnings, hence 
I made it my business to become their 
bookkeeper. 

“The officers say they were outlaws. 
They accused my friends of murder. If 
they did kill anyone, I do not know it. If 
they robbed anyone I never was so in- 
formed. All I know was that they made 
plenty of money and spent it too. 

“The officers also accuse them of mak- 
ing counterfeit money and say that I was 
sent to the city to get rid of it. Often I 
made trips to Kansas City, St. Louis and 
(“hicage.

EXPERIMENTS AT WASHINGTON. 


MESSAGES FLASHED TO FORT 
MYER BY ELECTRIC WAVES. 


These Waves, It Has Been Shown, 
Move at the Rate of 186,000 Miles 
in a Second, and Would Reach 
the Sun in Eight Minutes. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—It is the expec- 


tation of officers of the Signal Corps of | 


the army that within a short time mes- 
sages can be flashad to and from the War 
Department to Fort Myer, five miles away, 
without the aid of wire. 

Important experiments already made at 
Fort Myer by Col, James Allen, now acting 
Chief of the Signal Corps, and Lieut. 
George O. Squire have demonstrated that 
it is practicable to transmit messages by 
means of electric waves produced in the 
manner employed by Marconi, These offi- 
cers have found that at a distance of 1000 
yards they can telegraph any message and 
it is intended to increase he distances 
gradually until the War Depariment and 
Fort Myer are connected, 

Lieut, Squire said that he was much grat- 
ified at the results of the experiments, and 
he believes that when the experimental 
stage is passed the system will be of much 
value for working between the shore and 
lighthouses, communicating between ves- 
sels at sea and for marine work generally. 

Perhaps the most important demonstra- 
tion so far made has been the impossi- 
bility of exploding a magazine on board 
a modern ship by means of an electric 
wave. Lieut. Reutre said that in the first 
place it would be necessary to have an 
Operator on board the ship to be destroyed, 
and even then it would be impossible to 
transmit the waye through iron. Placing 
the instrument in an iron cage will pre- 
vent the waves from reaching their des- 
tination and a zine screen also stops them, 

On account of the length of the waves, 
their energies are absorbed differently by 
different substances. Thus, water and 
metal absorb all their energy; glass ab- 
sorbs nearly all and paraffin and hard rub- 
ber absorb hardly any. Thus they move 
through hard rubber and paraffin as lights 
move through air, glass or water—that Is 
to eay, with hardly any resistance, while 
glass lets very little of them through, and 
metal and water are impervious to them. 

Lieut. Squire estimates that the waves 
travel at the rate of 186,000 miles a second. 
At this rate, they could reach the sun in 
eight minutes. In time of war. Lieut. 
Squire states, it is possible to e a gun

When the 
key is pressed the current flashes betWeen 
two brass globes, causing a spark and 
sending the electric waves in motion, 
Whenever the sender desires to get in com- 
munication with the receiver the pressing 
of the key causes a bell to ring, calling al- 
tention to the instrument.

YEARLY CAPACITY WILL BE ( IE 
‘MILLION TONS. 


Six or Eight More Mills Are to Be Ac- 
quired and the Capital, Fixed at 
$55,000,000, Has Been 
Fully Subscribed. 


CLEVELAND, O., April 6+Upon the 
best of authority it may be said that be- 
fore the close of this week or the first of 
next week at the latest, will see.the gi- 
gantic rolling mill trwset just organized un- 
der the name of the Republic Iron & 
Steel Co., in full aperation. The Iron Trade 
Review, referring to the matter, says: 

“The capital is $65,000,000, of which $25,- 
000,000 is 7 per cent preferred and $30,000,000 
common stock.+The capitalization was ful- 
ly and promptly subscrived by the rolling 
mill interests involved and through the un- 
derwriting syndicate in New ir0rk witn 
which the proposition was originally taken 
up, no outside subscriptions being solicited, 
though there have been many applications 
for subscription rights. 

he yearly capacity of the combined mills 
in tmished material, chiefly bar iron and 
steel, is about 1,000,000 tons. The new com- 
pany will also be a seller of pig iron. An 
-mportant development :-n connection with 
the plans of the new company is in the se- 
curing of an ore supply. It is understood 
that the Franklin mine on the Mesaba 
Range, owned by Frank Rockefeller, has 
been accepted and that the Atlantic mine 
on the Gogebic Range is also under option. 
Other properties expected to be taken are 
the Cambria and Lillie at Negaunee, Mich. 
Except the Lillie, the m-nes named are 
Ressemer propert.es—an_ indication either 
that preparations sare being made for the 
production of Bessemer steel ultimately, or 
that some of the new company’s furnaces 
will run on Bessemer. iron, which would 
be utilized as trading stéck with a steel 
company for part of such billets supply as 
may be bought. 

The total annual capacity of the furnaces 
controlled by the trust is 380,000 tons. 

Twenty-nine rolling mill plants, besides 
ore properties and furnaces, have been ac- 
quired. It is probable that six or eight 
other mills will be acquired later. The 
headquarters will be in Chicago, it now 
seems certain, though some ldea was en- 
tertained of Cleveland for a time.

Tubbs, in supporting his resolution, re- 
viewed the record of the Governor and the 
Democrats on revenue legislation, claim- 
ing that the Republicans would gladly have 
supported measures putting the burden ol 
taxation upon corporate wealth, but hal 
stood solidly against the Governor's meth- 
od of raising revenue by robbing the coun- 
tles and the school fund. 

Jones of Howell began his speech by re- 
ferring to the Governor as the “peanut, 
pin-headed statesman at the other end of 
the Statehouse."’ He denounced the Gov- 
ernor’s . interview as a calumny on the 
House which should not ge unresented. 

Matt Hall opposed the resolution, but was 
hard pressed for replies when Tubbs and 
Jones interrogated him. 

Syckles of Putnam regretted that the 
resolution had been offered, as he thought 
the Governor's statements should be re- 
ceived with gilent contempt. But it was 
here and must be disposed of. He thought 
the Governor 98s a man should be held ac- 
countable for his slanders on the House, and 
should be brought before the bar of the 
House, under guard if necessary, and pun- 
ished for contempt. 

Hamliton of Daviess said the House had 
no right to consider itself insulted by the 
Governor since it had no dignity to be in- 
sulted. He said the people were saying 
worse things than the Governor had said. 

Delgell said that, notwithstanding adverse 
circumstances, he felt it his duty to up- 
hold the office of Governor. He would shur 
his eyes and put behind him the person- 
ality of the Governor and support the diz- 
nity of. his office. 

Noel did not defend the Governor. 
was inclined to forgive him.

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JOHN HENRY COLLINS BEGINS 
LIFE IN THE PENITENTIARY. 


NO TEARS AND NO SCENE. 


With Impenetrable Aspect and Sim- 
ply the Young Fratricide Picks 
Up the Lock Step. 


LANSING, Kan., April 6.—John Henry 
Collins, erstwhile, college student and so- 
cjety favorite, is now Convict “No. 783’’ in 


_the Kansas State penitentiary, doomed to 


imprisonment for life upon conviction of 
having murdered his father. When young 
Collins arrived at the penitentiary he was 
handcuffed to Sheriff Cook af Shawnee 
County and on approaching the prison was 
in such a hurry to get inside that the 


| Sheriff could hardly walk fast enough to

Collins and the Sheriff 
were accompanied by Mr. Valentine, a close 
friend. The prisoner shrank from public 
gaze and turned his head when people 
looked at him.

Prisoners generally make 
they are brought in sight 
walis, but Collins beheld the grim place 
designated as his abode for life without 
saying a word or showing the slightest 
emotion. He was turned over to Mr. 
ton, the prison clerk, and treated the same 
as the usual convict. He was entered on 
the penitentiary books as “Convict No, 
S882."" He signed his name on the convict 
ledger in ai bold, striking hand, “John 
Henry Collins." He gave as the name of 
his ‘best friend Grace Coliins, h:s sister, She 
was also designated as his nearest rétative. 
Having no occupation he was entered on 
the prison books as “laborer.” He stated 
that he had spent M4 of his 22 years in 
school. He was then taken to the prison 
bathroom and given a plunge. His own 
clothes were taken from him and he was 
given a “‘good behavior’ suit, one without 
stripes, No. 78. His hair Was cut short 
and shaved and then he was’ taken® before 
Warden Landis for a talk. Warden Landis 
seemed impressed with the prisoner's cool 
bearing and straightforward answers. Col- 
lings seemed somewhat anxious not to be 
put in the penitentiary coal mines and the 
warden decided to assign him to the peni- 
tentiary tailor shop. 

Emmett Dalton, the noted train robber, 
is the cutter and foreman of this shop 
and Collins will be instructed b¢ him. He 
will run a machine on plain sewing et first 
and pork his way up. 

Promptly at 12 o'clock the new convict 
fell into line with the other prisoners and 
mafched into the dining hall and sat down 
to his first meal within the penitentiary, He 
apparently enjoyed his dinner, and helf an 
hour later. as the long line of convicts 
emerged from the room Collins was the 
third man in the file. He readily caught 
the lockstep, but marched with head down 
and evaded the gaze of guards an4 prison- 
ers, some of whom seemed to know who 
the new convict wee. 

There was no scene when Collirs left 
Topeka to bein his life sentence in the 
penitentiary. He wore his usual cheerfy! 
but impenetrabie aspect and was fashion- 
ably clad. Only for the iron shackles tha: 
bound him to Sheriff Cook he might have 
been mistaken for a man about to 
morning drive.

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ROSENTHAL CONCERT = « 
AND THEATER NEWS. 


The great Rosenthal has played to us_at 
last and now that the first of his recitals 
is a thing of the past and the glow of en- 
thusiastic admiration has in a measure 
faded, we may consider the work of the 
great Roumanian pianist with a calm, clear 
mind, 

Criticism of the right sort can only be 
made by comparison, and in Rosenthal’s 
case we can make no comparison, except 
with that great genius, Ignace Paderewsk!. 

Primarily ani pre-eminently, Rosenthal is 
a» technician—not in the customarily ac- 
cepted sense, but in the sense that he has 
reached the highest perfection that a mu- 
sician can attain in this study. His fingers 
are unerring and they crop on each key 
w.th the precision of a linotype’s distribu- 
tor, as they rollick and caper over the ivor- 
ies. Paderewski is also a marvelous tech- 
nicijan—but not pr.marily this; his training 
is beyond lightest criticism and is to be 
compared favorably with that of all l.ving 
pianists. But his digital strength and ex- 
quisite precision never for a moment sug- 
gests the mechan.cal save in the studies in 
which it is intended to be shown. His fin- 
gers caress the keys—and lightly tw.nkle 
and flitter through each stupendous exhibi- 
tion @€ technical training, but he never 
conveys the impression ot iron-clad confi- 
dence. 

Kosenthal’s personality calms and sootnes, 
while jt prepares h.s audience for an un- 
impassioned, though brillant, rec.tal. rhe 
appearance of the man strengthens this im- 
pression. He is possibly five feet six inches 
tall, is almost fat, siightly stoop-shouldered 
and is slow—indifferent in movement. 

Paderewski's magnetism can be felt at 
his first appearance. He is not so genial 
as Rosenthal in manner, and yet his very 
ungraciousness (which is almost shyness) 
thrills his audience with an eager sort of 
expectation. Paderewski's intensely ner- 
vous temperament contrasts strolgiy with 
the phlegmatic calmness of his great rival, 
and each man’s peculiarity is apparent in 
his work. 

Rosenthal’s play!ng appeals to the mind 
first—then to the artistic sense. Paderew- 
ski’s music burns its way into the soul 
and tingles through the veins, filling one’s 
whole being with an ecstacy that lorgets 
to criticise. 

But although Morz Rosenthal is not in 
my mind such a genius as the Paderewski, 
he is yet a dangerous rival in the world's 
eyes, and an artist before whom even 
the critics have been compelled to bow. 

Last night his first number was the 
Mozart sonata in A Major, w.th the three 
contrasted movements. Certainly it was 
never more )beautifully interpreted, and 
that it was appreciated by a cultivated 
audience was evidenced in the burst of en- 
thusiasm which it elicited. 

The rest of the programme with the 
Chopin sonata in B Minor (opus 38); the 
delicate Schumann “Aria’’ and the “Vogel 
als Prophet;"’ the triplet of Chopin studies 
and the Davidhoff master-piece, ““At the 
Fountain,’ worked steadily to a magn_-fi- 
cent olimax jin the marvelously rendered 
Don Juan Fantasia of Liszt in the Mo- 
zart motif. 

The delicious Chopin “Berceuse,”” with 
which he opened his final number, was an 
exhibition of consummat ¢e art, as was the 
preceding number—the avidhof tremolo 
composition that requires a digital skill 
pcnwssced by one man in a miilion, and
